Ta hearing of the appeal in the case of 


Robert Leggett and other British ex-

order of the High Court dismissing the 
plaintiffs’ action for a number of declarations 
regarding their interest in the cottages in 
which they live, and, holding that there was 
no statutory obligation enforceable by the 
courts in Saorstat Eireann against the 
Land Trust at the suit of the plaintiffs.

TENANCY OR GIFT? 


Resuming his argument, Mr. Overend 
dea!t further with the Treasury regulations 
in regard to provision of cottages for British 
ex-Service men, submitting that only a 
tenancy was contemplated, and that, so far 
from there being any intention of a free 
gift of the cottages, only lettings at rents 
was intended; and not an absolute right in 
the property, as was, he said, alleged by the 
piaintifis. 

The Chief Justice asked had not the 
regulations to which Mr. Overend was 
referring been repealed. 

Mr. Overend replied that they had been 
superseded, but they never had been’ chal- 
lenged by any person on behalf of the 
Government of the Free State as bein 
ultra vires; nor had it ever been suggest 
by the Government of the Irish Free State 
that they were in any way in conflict with 
the intention of the Land Trust Powers Act, 

The Chief Justice asked was the British 
Treasury represented.in this action. | 

Mr. Overend said that it was not. 

The Chief Justice—What I do not under- 
stand is that you are instructed by “ the 
Treasury Solicitor in Ireland,” seeing that 
there is no such office in the Irish Free State. 
He may have been appointed ad hoc. Do you 
or do you not represent the British Treasury ? 

Mr. Overend—No; I represent the Land 
Trust. 


* TREASURY SOLICITOR.” 


The Chief Justice-—-Why does the solicitor 
call himself ‘‘ Treasury Solicitor in Ireland” ? 
There is no such official in this country. The 
Treasury can appoint a solicitor ad hoc to 
appear for them, but that title disappeared 
when the Free State was set up. 


Mr, Overend—aAs I understand, the solicitor 


was at the date of the Treaty Treasury 
Solicitor in Ireland, and the title has been 
used ever since. 

The Chief Justice said that the British 
Treasury had disappeared from this country, 
and a solicitor for the Treasury could appear 
only if instructed by the Treasury to appear 
for them. There was no such institution in 
this country known in law as the Treasary, 
and if Mr. Coll described himself here as 
Treasury solicitor his lordship only wanted to 
know whether the Treasury was in fact re- 
presented there. 


REPRESENTING TRUST, 


Mr. Overend having stated that Mr. Coll 
was instructing counsel on behalf of the Land 
Trust, said that the Trust was challenged in 
this action as having done things which were 
wrong. The Trust was bound by statute, by 
the Treasury regulations, and had catfied out 
the regulations that it was bound to obey. 
He submitted that there was no gift of these 
cottages out and out, but that the money put 
at the disposal of the Trust was to be used 
for providing cottages so long as they were 
required for the accommodation of British ex- 
Service men. At the end of that time it 
would be open to the Treasury to recall the 
money into the British Exchequer.

Replying to the Chief Justice, Mr. ‘Lynch, 


K.C., said that, having regard to the opinion 


expressed by the Attorney-General and -his.

order the Court would make. 
Mr. Gavan Duffy said that in 1923 the 


Oireachtas was assured that a corporation | 


had been solemnly set by a British 
Statute, with funds for aos sina purpose, 
expressed as a clear mandatory duty, to 
found homes for ex-Service men in heland. 
The Oireachtas was told that the British Act 
was passed conditional on the assent of the 
Free State Government to its execution in 
this country. 

There could be no thistake about the 
character of the Trust or the persons in- 
tended to benefit by it, and that full benefit 
was to go to one generation of men. As an 
earnest of good faith, a representative of the 
Free State Government was put on the Board 
of the Trust. The Oireachtas approved the 


Eroieet, and granted the Trust a special 


icence to acquire land in Saorstat Eireann 
for the exclustve ‘purpos: of carrying ont the 
projects of the Trust. The Trust had the 
funds and the existing cottages handed over 
to it by the Local Governmert Board. 


THE CHARGES, 


“This Trust,” Mr. Gavan Duffy con- 
tinued, ‘“‘having no licence from the 
Oireachtas to make money in Saorstat 
Eireann, still less to make money out of its 
beneficiaries, abandons its benevolent 
character and converts itself into a money- 
making machine for the purpose of exploiting 
its beneficiaries, and to use the exactions from 
the men in the cottages already to build 
further cottages for other men, who, in their 
turn, will provide profit for this trust. 

"We have charged extravagance of every 
sort and kind, which we undertake to prove 
at the trial. It is supreme effrontery on the 
part of the Trust to tell this Court to mind 
its own business, although the Trust deals 
with Irish lands, . In spite of Article 64 of 
the Constitution, the Trust has told the Court 
that it is above the law. 

“The Trust is here to make money out of 
the unfortunate ex-soldiers and sailors, and 
not, as it posed itself to the Oireachtas in 
1923, It has a separate fand of £800,000, 
given to it exclusively for Saorstat Eireann 
purposes, Most of the relief we seek does 
not involve Northern Ireland at all. We 
have been told that 2,600 cottages were 
authorised, and that 25 per cent. were built, 
Ten years after the Trust was set up, they 
have not built the original number of pre- 
scribed cottages.’’ 

», Mr. Duffy said that the 
ri ag apr the Trust to come 
in is country for any purpose which it 
liked, It was Free State ‘ew ad had been 
infringed and Free State citizens that had 
been injured when the licence given the Trust 
was disobeyed. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy had not concluded when 
the Court adjourned until this morning.

He had his right hand in a 
waterproof coat oie and, making an ur- 
ward motion with his hand, said: . ' Stand 
back or I’ shoot you.’ I replied: ‘ Shoot 
away,’ and made for him. Gilmore stepped 
back a pace, saying, as he did so, “I will 
shoot you.’ I replied,’ ‘Shoot away; I am

Then the occupants were entitled to police

I suppose one person is as much entitled 
fo protection as another?—We don't 
differentiate.
